We also call the attention of «ne Council to the appendix 
of the Council] Journal of 1863, (tenth session) containing a 
communication from the Oregon Insane Asylum to a special 
Committee of the Conncil, by which it appears that the mana- 
gers of that institution demanded the sum of twelve dollars per 
week in coin for each patient, which was then and is now the 
price paid by the State of Oregon. 

There are other documents in the possession of your Com- 
mittee, and herewith submitted to the Council, which corrobor- 
ate the fact that payment upon the contract was intended to be 
made in coin. 

In view of all these facts, your Committee are of the 
opinion that the contracting parties, at the time of making said 
contract, had in view coin; otherwise provisions would have been 
made so as to meet the ever uncertain market value of legal 
tender notes. 

The following exhibit will show.the amounts received, the 
time when, and the current value of legal tenders at the 
time:

appears that the whole amount due the Sisters upon their con- ` 

- tract, exclusive of interest which accrued by failure to make 
payments at the time required to be made by law, was the sum 
of $10,107 10 in coin, of which the sum of $6, i15 00 in coin 
has been paid; leaving now due and unpaid the sum of three 
thousand nine hundred and ninety-two dollars and teh cents 
($3,992 10) in coin; or, if reduced to the present market rates 
of legal tender notes, the sum of five thdusand five hundred 
and forty-one dollars and S0 cents, together with Tegal rate of 
interest (ten per cent. per annum) from the 19th day of J uly; 
A. D. 1866, that being the time when the last payment under 
the contract became due. 


The subject was presented for the consideration of the last 
Legislative Assembly, at a late day of their session, and there- 
fore failed to receive that careful attention which its importance 
demands. An enlightened public sentiment and 'a- sense of 
justice would seem to demand that the just and equitable claim 
of the Sisters of Charity should not be disregarded; and there- 
fore your Committee report herewith a bill entitled “ An- Act 
for the relief of the Sisters of Charity of the House of Provi- 
dence, with a recommendation for its passage.

You will see that, credit- 
ing the Territory with the legal tenders at current trates when 
paid, there is still due from the Territory the sum of $3,922 08 
în eoim E think this claim against the Territory is founded. in 
justice, and must commend itself favorably to the Legislature. 
"When the contract was made, in October, 1862, there were no ° 
Tegal tenders in circilation on this coast, and the contract was 
&nderstood to be for coin; and by reference to the several re- 
ceipts furnished your Department, it will be seen that the te- 
ceipts always state the market value of the currency when re-

- eeivedsand the Institution never presumed that any greater 
payment was being made than what the coin value of the re- 

'eelpis express. If, on this coast, one citizen pays his ereditorin 
currency at par, he is advertised as a swindler, and all good peo- 
ple and honest tradesmen are Warned against him; and I know 
no law of ethics that would make such a payment of the Terri- 
tory any more consceionalle. 

There is another consideration in favor of this claim, 
namely, that the payments were made long after the times fixed 
ix the contract. 

You will see that, by the terms of the contract, payment 
was to be made at the end of each quarter, while in fact the 
first payment was not made till May, 1864, nearly twenty 
months after the contract was made; and the receipts will show 
that all the payments were made many months after due. 
"When, as I know to be the fact in this ease, the institution was 
borrowing money and paying interest, this failure of prompt 
payment worked a hardship to the Sisters. 

As you will remember, I drew the contract, made and con- 
veyed all or nearly all the payments made, and I know the con-' 
tract was understood for coin; and from my own observation and 
from the testimony of all whom I have heard speak of the màt- 
ter, I am satisfied that the contract was performed by the Sis- 
ters with great fidelity, and that they go before the Lezislature 
for justice with clean hands. I know the Territory is poor and 
the Treasury empty; but o country is so poor as that it fails 
to do justice to its citizens; and the Territory having under- | 
taken, in the highest spirit of philanthropy to take care of the 

‘insane, will not do any injustice to any.of her people in the per- 
formance of this high work. If it is not practicable to pay this 
indebtedness now, it might be acceptable if the Legislature 
would authorize a warrant in favor of the Sisters to be issued, 
with ten per cent, interest till paid, although I have no author- 
ity for making this suggestion. 

The support of the insane is quite a tax on the public; ‘and 
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I believe no State or Territory in the history of our country, 
with the small population and slender resources of this Terri 
tory, has entered upon this noble work. I consider this greatly 
to the good name of the Territory, and yet it seems to me that 
if the number of the insane and the poverty of the Territory 
were presented to Congress, we might obtain am appropriation 
; either of land or money for building an Asylum and taking 
care of the insane. i . 

But I am extending this communication, and will dismiss 
the subject with the hope that your Excellency will submit the 
claim of the Sisters to the Legislature with a most favorable re- 
commendation. l

ist. Section first of this act is a substitute for section 299 of 
the civil practice act, which,-as it now stands, is a particular 
description of the manner in which sales of real estate upon 
execution are conducted. l 

The proposed substitute supplies no deficiency which would 
be made by thé passage of this act. 

9d. Section second of this act is offered as a substitute for 
section 300 of the act to which this is amendatory, which section 
makes it obligatory upon the sheriff conducting the sale of real 
estate, when the land is sold by the acre, to measure off the 
land from the north east corner, and if this act is passed, the 
Sheriff would have the power to measure the land from any 
portion of the whole tract he might think proper. 

8d. That section third of this act repeals section 301 of 
the act to which this is amendatory, and does not supply the 
deficiency, and that said section 301 is essential, and injustice 
might be done by sheriffs conducting sales of real estate if that 
section was stricken out. 

4th. That section four of this act repeals section 802 of the

Section sixth raakes it the dut of the Judge assigned to 
the Third Distriet to hold the terms 'of court at Olympia, in 
and for the counties of Thurston, Lewis, Mason and Chehalis. 

. Iam clearly of the opinion that, when the Districts have 
been defined and the Judges respectively assigned to them, the 
powers of the Legislature, iu this regard, are at an end. 

The organic act provides that each of the three Justices 
shall be assigned to a District, and, by necessary implication, if 
not in express terms, that he shall, except in extraordinary 
cases, hold the terms of court in and perform the judicial func- 
tions of his own District. My opinion is, therefore, that this 
section is contrary to the spirit if not the letter of the organic 
law, and consequently void; that th» Legislative Assembly has 
in this particular transcended its powers ; that a Judge assigned 
to one District cannot, by. legislative action, be compelled to 
hold the terms of the District Court, ordinarily and regularly, 
‘in a District other than the one to which he has been assigned ; 
and again, that a Judge.cannot be made to yield the perform- 
ance of his-official duties, in whole or part, to the Judge of 
another District. . 

Although I regard the sixth section of the bill as a simple ` 
nullity, and the act as complete without, I can, nevertheless, 
readily conceive that it might result in confusion, conflict be- 
tween Judges, and even delay in holding the terms of Court at 
Olympia.

Mr. Newell, Chairman of Special Committee appointed to 
examine the report of the Board of Regents of the Territorial 
University, submitted the following report: 

Mr. Present : 

Your Special Committee, to whom was referred: the re- 
porí,of the Board of University Regents, have devoted all the 
time at their disposal to a thorongh examination of the books 
and papers and documents at all likely to throw light upon the 
management of the University, They have carefully examined 
the day book kept by Mr. Bagley, which purports to show all 
his transactions connected with the University; but owing to 
the loose and incomplete manner in which the book was kept, 
it fails to disclose any satisfactory state of facts. 

Commencing with March, 1861, and coming down to No- 
vember, 1862, there seems to have been no record’ kept of the 
transactions of the University Commissioners; everything was 
left to Bagley’s discretion, and accordingly we find him award- 
ing contracts, paying claims, and generally transucting business 
on account of bs University, without being held to any respon- 

c 
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sibility or required to report to the Board of Commissioners. 
Whatever may have been the intention, this loose manner of 
transacting business opened wide the door to the commission of 
fraud, and stamps all concerned in the managemept of the Uni- 
versity as unworthy of the high trust committed to their keep- 
ing. 

In looking over the reports of committees appointed -by ^ pre- 
vious Legislatures, we are astonished to find that the loose and 
unsatisfactory manner of conducting the business of the Univer- 
sity escaped notice. Indeed, these committces,not only failed 
to find fault, but in one or two instances went out of their way 
to commend the management as characterized by prudence and 
economy. 

Had the Legislative committees of 1863 and 1864 made- a 
thorough investigation and reported the facts, measures might 
have been taken at that time that possibly would have saved a 
great portion of the University funds; but instead of disclosing 
the true state of facts, the committees were content to gloss over 
and commend the grossest mismanagement. The result of all 
this is now before us; the munificent donation made by Con- 
gress to the Territory for educational purposes is dissipated, and 
all that remains is the University building, worth possibly $15,- 
000, and a lot of notes and book accounts—some of them good 
and others worthless. - 

It is to be regretted that the law fails to provide any ade- 
quate penalty for the wrongs and mismanagement complained 
of. Even if a defaleation could be distinctly traced to Bagley 
or his associates, we doubt whether any sufficient punishment 
world follow. 

The bond which Bagley gave at the date of his first con- 
nection with the University has mysteriously disappeared from 
the Secretary’s office ; and hence, even if a judgment were ob- 
tained against him, it is doubtful whether anything could be 
recovered. 

As already stated owing to the loose and incomplete man- 
ner in which the books were kept, it is impossible to strike any- 
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- thing like a balance sheet, or even determine the amount, if any, 
of Bagley’s indebtedness. 

‘The Board of Regents, in their report, foot up a balance of 
$18,919 34 due the University from Bagley. From the exam- 
ination your committee have given the books and papers, they 
are unable to determine as to the correctness of this statement. 
They neither deny nor affirm this indebtedness, but leave the 
question to be settled by a more thorough examination than 
they have been able to give the subject. 

The law constituting the Board of Regents clothes them 
with ample power to bring suit for the recovery of all sums that 
may be found due the University fund, and if the Regents deem 
that they have sufficient evidence to sustain the claim, we think 
suit should be brought for the recovery of. the whole amount. 


Having thus freely expressed our opinion of the manner in 
which Bagley conducted the affairs of the University, we deem 
it proper to add that his associates on the Board are equally de- 
serving of censure for having tolerated a system that invited the 
commission of fraud. No prudent business man would thus 
manage his private affairs, much less a great public trust upon 
the proper management of which depended the means for the 
education of the South of the Territory. 

It is now, however, too late to remedy the errors of the 
past. All that remains for us is to gather up what is left of the 
wreck, and ascertain what means may be still available for the 
purpose of earrying on the University. 

À number of notes and book aecounts remain unsettled, . 
These should be collected without delay, and the amount thus 
realized placed to the credit of the University fund. These ac- 
counts, however, will be entirely inadequate to carry on the 
University on a scale commensurate with the educational wants 
of the Territory, and hence it becomes necessary to ask Con- 
gress for still further aid. We believe that if our present Dele- 
gate, Hon. Alvan Flanders, will make proper representations, an 
additional grant of land can readily be obtained, and with it, 

the means to maintain the University in a career of usefulness. 
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The charge that in certain instances the Commissioners sold 
land for less than the price fixed by law, we have not deemed 
necessary to investigate. Bagley, in his sworn testimony, ad- 
mits having sold land to the Puget Mill Company for $1 25per 
acre, when the price established by law was $1 50. The neces- 
sities of the case possibly justified this departure from the strict 
letter of the law. , 


In the future, it is to be hoped that the Regents will see 
that a rigid system of accountability isadopted. Claimsagainst 
the University should not be paid until audited by the Board, 
and the practice of delegating discretionary powers to officers 
should be abandoned. 


A. new set of books should be at once obtained, and the ac- 
counts of the University kept in accordance with a regular sys- 
tem of book-keeping. The books should be posted at the end of 
each month, and a balance sheet struck, showing the exact finan 
cial condition of the institution. 


In the ease of disbursements, vouchers should invariably be 
retained, and, in the absence of these, the accounts disallowed. 
Had some such system as this obtained at the inauguration of 
the University, the fands would not have been squandered, and, 
instead of being bankrupt, there would have been abundant 
means to furnish educational facilities for the youth of the Ter- 
ritory. . 

As near 23 we have been able to glean from the books, there 


is now due the University, .

sanctioned by the Council. : add | 

Much as I believe that the honorable gentleman presenting 
his credentials was legally elected by the popular vote of the 
District, and that in all fairness he ought to be admitted to his 
seat, yet I cannot bring my mind to the conclusion that the 
President of the Council has the authority to admit him to liis 
seat and order him to be sworn in, unless the procedure is sanc- 
tioned by a vote of the Council. , 

The office of the President of the Council is not created by 
law, neither are his duties prescribed by law, but that officer 
performs such duties and exercises such powers as are laid down 
and prescribed in the-rules and orders adopted by the Council 
for the government of the Couneil. 

I have not been able to find i in those rules and orders any 
authority which is claimed for me by the gentleman from Jeffer- 
son ; and granting that the authorities cited by the gentleman, 
from Cushing’s law on Legislative Assemblies, is the law gov- | 
erning this Council, I yet fail to see how I can exercise the au- 
thority unless I am duly authorized to do so by a vote of the 
Council. 

Thelaws of this Territory, (see statutes of Washington 
Territory, 1866, page 49, section 18, of chapter nine) provides. 
that each House of the Legislature is the judge of SEMINA 
tions and election of its members. 2 


If this law provided that the presiding officer of each House 
should primarily be the judge of the qualification; “and, election 
of its members, I would, without hesitancy, pronounce the cre- 
dentials sufficient, and declare the Hon. Wm. MeLane entitled 
. to his seat.

As President of this Council, I cannot exercise any au- 
thority unless the same is expressly conferred upon me by com- 
petent authority, The passing upon the election and qualifica- 
tions of memhexs to this Council is a judicial function, which, 
aceording to law, must be exercised by each House, and not by 
the presiding officer of the same. 

Tt is a question which must be determined like all other 
questions before the Council, that is to say, by a majority of, a 
quorum present; and unless a majority so vote in. favor of the 
admission of Mr. McLane, he is prevented from taking his seat 
unless by the law of force and numerical strength, however much 
the facts and testimony may show him to be entitled to the 
same. 

In determining this question, the President has a right to 
vote, but his vote has no more weight than that of any other 
member of the Council. Hence, while declaring my conviction 
that he ought to be admitted, and my intention te vote for his. 
admission, until it is shown by competent testimony that another 
has a better right, I decline to assume a responsibility which is 
unwarrantable by law, and which, in my opinion, would be a 
departure from the obligations of my official oath as President 
of this body, for partizan purposes.
